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GHINA TO DRGANIZE
NATIONAL DEFENSE

——— e e
Many Reforms Included in Pro-
gram to Be Laid Before Parlia-
ment Next December,

New York, July 30.—An extenslve
program for national defense, includ-
ing conscription for the army, will be
lald before China’s first parlinment
when It assembles in December, ac-
cording to a forecast of the govers-
ment's intendel proposals, given out
by the Far Eastern Bureau here.
FPlans are also to be submited looking
to the bullding of now rallways, the
colonization of frontlers, the reform
of the taxatlon system, the develop-
ment of mining and the establishment
of a government labor bureau. The
proposals are subject, it is explained,
to such changes as may be made nec-
essiary by events transpiring botween
now and the general elections iu Oct-
ober,

The general defense
stated, is mow in sesslon with the
leading officials of the army and the
navy completing an dcorrecting three
bills for submission Immodiately
after President Yuan Shi-kai's state-
ment to parliament as to the general
condition af the mnation. The trst
bill relates to the expansion of arse-
nals and the development of navy
yards. Parlinment will be asked for
an appropriation of $15,000,000 for the
fustallation of machinery for the
manufacture of modern rifles and
machine guns'mld suitable appropria-
tions will be sought to enably the
navy yards to turn out submarines,
torpedo boats, light crulsers and
other coast defense ships adaplol to
China's waterw nm

The second bill, it s eaid, provides
for conscription. It is planned to
corimence cohscription with the be-
glouing of 1916. The general bhoard
has already taken steps to pave the
way for this measure, whica, it 18 ex-
pected, will be approved by thg peo-
ple, notwithstanding China's age-old,
peace-loving  proclivities. Soldier-
ship Is describdl as being encouraged
and extrolled in all the public schools
and by every ofMicial.

The third bill provides for the es-

tablishment of naval bases and coast
and frontier fortifications.
. The economic measures are belng
considered by the cabinet. Presi-
dent Yuan Sinf-kai will urge definite
steps, It is stated, toward carrying
out th etrunk rallway plans aul thy
extension of branch rallways for
which the surveys have already been
made, as well as light railways to
link up important mining and other
industries.

The propriety of tie name is ques-
tlondd by every cditor whose copy has
been slashed. The work of Anas-
tasle was mecthodical, 'following a ra-
tional plan, and cncu.tnd with un-
doubted taste and diserimination,

Ly Parisian paragraphers to an editor
with a billous view of life, a supreme
contempt for the feeliugs of his fel-
low man and a sease of mnews ‘ap-
proaching hysterin or nightmare.
This view grows out of the appacent
capriceg Inconsistency and Inconstancy
of-the censor. He cut mercilessly
yesterday what he let go throughe the
day before, and what he killed yes-
terday he approves today., He slashes
the copy of one editor and allows
another to publish the same thing,.
Parts of t1e same dispatch are elimi-
nated from the proofs of one paper,
and overlooked in another, antl so on.

The fact Is, undoubtedly, that the
censor is doing the best he can. It
his work seems (o be ragged to the
journaltst, it is hecause he Is bound
by .instrictions from many difféeren:
sources that change and aceumulate
every day. If it is not uniform it is
because a large staff Is reguized to

The censor's apprehensions are
frequently declared to be exagger-
ated, most of the news that he con-
ah:crs dangerous the editor considers
abnolutcly inoffensive. It {8 not the

taor who always docldes. The real

d of the censorship is the com-
ma.nder—iu chief of the Freuch arm-
fes. His orders are transinitted every
day and the bureau of the press must
rigidly follow them. News, the pub-
lication of which is. considered dan-
gerous today, may be no longer dan-
gerous tomorrow, and it is often in
this release of news, thoe publication
of which is no longer harmful, that
brings upon the censor the charge of
caprice.

Instructions regarding naval mat-
ters come from the minister of ma-
rine, while the ministry of foreign af-
falrs decldes ‘'what diplomatc news
may bp publshed. News of a general
political bearing is referred to the
premier himeeclf, Mousleur . Vivianl,
who {8 the court of last resort and
whose sleep 1s troubled at all hours
of the night by teleplione calls from
the “Bureau de la Presse,”

Newspapers complained that when
the German atrocities were ffesh they
could not publish them, while ]ater
on, after the battle of the Marne,
when they had ceased to be news,
they were allowed to print them free-
ly. The publication of these detalls
was prohibited because that was sup-
posed to be what the Germans want-
ed and because the wider clrculation
glven to ‘them the more would bo the
chances of Intimidation.  After 'the
battle of the Marne these reasons dis-
appeared.

The newnpnpan were nlao aston-
ished that the censor should order
them to coase publishing the state of
the barometer. It hadn't occurred to

them that knowledge of weather indl- |

cations would be of great serviee to
the pllots of German aeroplancs and
Zeppeling,

People seeking In the newspapers
the salling dates of Freaoch transat-
lantle liners found them missing one
morning, and few '‘of them hal  the
thoughtfulness to connect this mops-
ureé with the presence of submarines
in the English Channel. At one timeé
the papers published tmly_ expadi-
ents used by French prisoners In Ger-
many to inform their famili aw
they were treated in spité of ar-
man censorship.

Newspaper' ‘forms are generully
made up before the censor's verdict
is received, -and rather ¢han make up
again the incriminated articles, narn-
graphs .or worls are chiseled out of
the sterootyped plate, leaving white
blanks on the page sometlmas covor-
ing & column—or two—sometimes n
line or two. This gives rise to amus-
ing Incidents. General Cherfils wrote
an interesting review of  OGenorai
Maudhuy's operations. . The censor
cut-out the detafls and what the read-
er found gn the page next morning
wos this: “General Maud'huy s o
hero—he has not washed himsclf for
fifteen days.

The ecditor of a socialist organ
wrote an article regarding a certain
country that he sald “was threatened
with a revolutlon.” The forclgn of-
fice forballe any such reference to the
internal affairs of a friendly natlon,
\ard the censor concelved the brilljant
fdea that the article could be made
dnoffensive by slmnly cutting ~ut one
letter. HMe made the adilior say the
country was “threatened with an evo-
lution.”
